OLD MEXICO TAKES FORTY KANSAS 
BULLS AT GOOD PRICES. 


The Journal has contended at different times that our Abe 
deen-Angus breeders were overlooking a good opportunity for } 
promotion when they neglected to give Old Mexico proper poe 
ation. The vast cattle areas across the Rio Grande need Aberd “ 
Angus bulls and they need a sturdy type that will improve tt 
native cattle and even to use on the high grade herds of Short. 
horns, Herefords and Aberdeen-Angus already established. A 1 t. 
ter from Prosper Parish, of Raymond, Kansas, whose Abetden 
Angus herd is located on the Arkansas river in the region of Rice 
county, tells of an interesting delivery of forty registered Aber. 
deen-Angus bulls to Old Mexico and at good prices. In makin 
the round trip Mr. Parish passed through Colorado, New Meine 
Old Mexico, Southern Texas, the Pan Handle and Oklahoma. He re- 
ports many ranches in the south going from cattle to cotton. He 
further says: “All the ranches over which I passed were well 
covered with grass but they showed a great falling off of cattle 
However for the most part conditions have turned for the better.” 

Like all true Aberdeen-Angus fans Mr. Parish is always 
ready to drop a good word for the breed as is indicated by the fol- 
oe “T stayed with a ranchman who uses 700 bulls (of another 

reed). 
bulls, but with little success. However he is taking two hundred 
Aberdeen-Angus steers to his farm at Three Rivers where he yi!] 
try them out, and these steers may win for us. Just over the line 
in Old Mexico another ranch man is using 1000 Hereford bulls on 
grade Shorthorn and Hereford cows, these people are talking very 
favorably of using Aberdeen-Angus bulls. They are neighbors to 
Mr. Benton, to whom I delivered the forty head of Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. Mr. Benton has several hundred head of grade Aberdeen- 
Angus cows which looked good to me in their far off Southern 
pasture home. They had never had a bite of grain to eat.” 

“Then I stopped at Judge Small’s in the Pan Handle where 
I found 400 head of as good cattle as a man ever looked at. He 
could have sold two carloads of two-year-old bulls at good prices 
but had run out of that class. He has about fifty head of yearling 
bulls now. I believe the time is not far distant when the man who 
has stayed with his cattle will be paid well for his trouble.” This 
forecast by Mr. Parish rings true to the Journal’s conclusions and 
we kelieve will be borne out fully. General conditions throughout 
the United States have improved wonderfully during the last thirty 
days. This improvement is quite apparent throughout the Middle 
West, especially where good cattle and hogs are grown. and where 
there are prospects for fair to good crops. Central Iowa is thresh- 
ing a bumper crop of oats that are approaching the 50 cent mark 
as we go to press and oats are making forty to eighty bushels to 
the acre and corn is coming on very fast, with old corn selling up to 
$1.10. With such conditions looming on the horizon surely breed- 
ers and farmers can make no mistake in purchasing additional 
foundation material at every opportunity. Development of the 
Southwestern bull trade deserves careful attention and considera- 
tion at this time also.

GIVING THE WORLD A WRONG SLANT; 
PUBLICATIONS SHOULD BE CAREFUL. 


In the July 8th issue of the Banffshire (Scotland) Journal is 
found the following clipping which does not truthfully portray con- 
citions in America as The Aberdeen-Angus Journal meets them. 
The clipping says: “The ‘Breeders Gazette,’ of Chicago, says that 
more farms are for sale than at any other time in the countrys 
history, according to conversations heard in practically every com- 
munity in the United States. The owners in most cases are debt- 
ridden and discouraged, and desire to ‘sell out’.”” The Journal wish- 
es to take issue with the Gazette on this topic. We are particular- 
ly familiar with “debt” conditions throughout Iowa and have no 
reason to believe that conditions are vastly different elsewhere 
with the possible exception of small areas in sections where Wea- 
ther conditions have been adverse to farming operations the last 
year or two. We have taken the pains to investigate one county 
in Iowa and find that fifty-two percent of the farms in that county

Everybody who saw 
them expressed surprise at the condition 
and excellence of the Black Polled exhibit 
after such a severe drought. “We scooped 
the pool with fats,” they say, “again dem- 
onstrating the ability of the Balcks to stand 
up against bad conditions.”—Review. 


It is Gratifying. 

Scotland’s pure bred cattle sales for 1924 
have commenced in a way that gives good 
heartening to breeders. Wonderfully satis- 
factory prices ruled for Aberdeen-Angus 
despite the very upsetting conditions pre- 
valent in consequence of foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease. It is gratifying to know that not only 
in Scotland, but throughout the great feed- 
ing districts of England, there is being ex- 
perienced an ever-widening demand for the 
Aberdeen-Angus sire for crossing purposes, 
while heifers are also in request for the 
breeding of commercial breeding stock. 

Despite the jealousies of those who so cen- 
ter their faith in certain rival breeds that 
they can hear but little good said of the Dod- 
dies, the fat market quotations are eloquent 
of their beefing qualities and the prefer- 
ence which they command, and it is to meet 
the requirements of the practical men in the 
meat trade that farmers must breed their 
cattle. Moreover, it is claimed that so pre- 
potent is the breed that a few heifers for 
crossing with a Shorthorn bull will give 
equally good results as the Aberdeen-An- 
gus sire on Shorthorn or grade cows.—Press 
and Journal. 


Highland Society Show. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed made a mag- 
nificent appearance. In the old bull class 
the judges differed over Sir John R. Find- 
lay’s Boxer of Ballindalloch, first at the 
Dumfries Highland, and Mr. Howison’s 
Romping Rover, bred by Mr. Arch. Whyte, 
Spott. Mr. McConnachie, Connage, was 
called in as referee, and decided in favor of 
the Aberlour bull, which later secured the 
male championship of the breed, the second 
prize bull from Lochbank being reserve.

In a great class of cows Sir George Mac- 
pherson Grant was first, as last year, with 


_the four-year-old Evelusive; Mr. Reid of 


Auchterarder was second with Proud Genes- 
ta. and Mr. Walter Wilson, Inchgower, was 
third with the beautiful Beaver Maid. In 
three-year-old cows Mr. Gordon R. Shiach 
led with Evergreen of Rosebrae; Mr. Mac- 
beth, Dunira, followed with Kobe; and Mr. 
Walter Wilson was third with Eyrngo. In 
two-year-olds, Mr: Petrie’s last year’s win- 
ner Evaboxa was now preceded by Mr. 
Kerr’s Jeka Erica and Jessamine Erica and 
by Sir R. K. Stuart’s Black Bunty of Tul- 
lochgribban. There was an extraordinarily 
large class of senior yearlings, and here Mr. 
J. F. Cumming led with Maid of Brummers 
2nd. Sir G. Macpherson Grant was second 
and fourth with two heifers of great quali- 


ty, these two being separated by Mr. J. E. 
Kerr’s Jeana Erica. In junior yearlings, Mr. 
Archibald Chapman had an easy win with 
Blushing Maid of Bridgend, a Miss Burgess 
heifer of nice shape and substance. Mr. 
Reid, Auchterarder, and Mr. Arth. Whyte 
followed with Village Emily. 

Sir George Macpherson Grant’s Evelusive 
of Ballindalloch carried off the Ballindalloch 
Cup for the best cow, with Mr. Gordon R. 
Shiach’s Evergreen of Rosebrae placed as 
reserve. 

In the contest for the President’s medal 
for the best Aberdeen-Angus animal and the 
Championship gold medal, the victory went 
to Sir G. Macpherson Grant’s cow, the re- 
serve being Sir John R. Findlay’s bull.— 
Banffshire Journal, July 22d. 


Cattle in Rhodesia. 

The following letter appeared in “The 
Times” last week: 

The letter by Mr. Park Hamilton in “The 
Times” of June 9, as to cattle improvement 
in Rhodesia affords gratifying proof of the 
beneficial results attending the use of pedi- 
gree bulls for this country in grading up 
the native stock. It is one other testimony 
to the world-wide influence of British stock, 
and a recognition of the value of the work 
being done by the breeders of pedigree stock 
in this country. 

Mr. Hamilton says it is not recognized 
here as in the Dominions what a great asset 
we have in our herds of pure bred cattle. 
It is a rather striking commentary on this 
remark to quote from the agricultural re- 
turns for 1921—the latest in which the par- 
ticulars are given—that the number of bulls 
used for service in England and Wales was 
78,742, of which only 21,574 were pedigree 
animals, and of this number 13,410 were 
under one year old; and that in the case of 
Scotland pedigree bulls one year old and 
over were only 15.2 per cent of all bulls in 
use in Scotland. Admitting that many bulls 
of the dairy sorts would be from milk re- 
corded strains though not registered in any 
pedigree herd book, the figures cannot be 
said to be very creditable to what is the rec- 
ognized “Stud Farm of the World.” 

I can corroborate what Mr. Green says in 
your issue of the 16th as to the enhanced 
value of the progeny of the native cows of 
Rhodesia by pure bred sires. Some time ago 
a party closely connected with cattle raising 
in that country sent me photographs show- 
ing the small, narrow framed, prominently- 
horned native cows together with their pro- 
geny by Aberdeen-Angus sires, and one 
could scarcely credit the improvement ef- 
fected. He mentioned that at the Nylstroom 
show a second cross grade Aberdeen-Angus 
heifer won the female grand championship. 
The grandam of this heifer was a native 
cow, worth—at the time—about £5, and the 
owner refused to part with his second grades 
at £15. My correspondent also refers to a 
consignment of Aberdeen-Angus grade 
steers from Liebig’s ranch sent for sale in 
Johannesburg. Some of the dams of these 
“steers were sent along with them, and many 
people refused to believe that animals of 
such thick, low-standing, wide-framed, and 
well-fleshed stamp could be produced from 
such cows, which would not have averaged 
more than 300 lbs. dead-weight, whereas 
the young Aberdeen-Angus grade steers 
dressed over double that weirht. Prices, at 
the year old stage, for progeny by an Aber- 
deen-Angus sire out of these native cows 
were reported to be about 70 per cent great- 
er than the prices procurable for the dams. 

There is room for the application of such 
practical object-lessons, as to improvement 
through the use of pedigree sires, in the or- 
dinary commercial cattle of this country.—

IS APPEAL OF HEREFORD 
JOURNAL. 

The American Hereford Journal alive al- 
ways to the best interests of America’s 
cattle industry gives its readers something 
to think about for a short while at least. 
It says: “The extensive runs of cattle to 
market, the unprofitable prices prevailing 
for the bulk of the cattle sold, and the wide 
spread in prices between cattle of choice 
beef quality and those of common or infer- 
ior grade are bound to emphasize to every 
thinking cattleman the great importance 
of producing fewer cattle and better ones.

help the situation tremenduously. The in- 
fluence of quality and the law of supply 
and demand cannot be ignored. They are 
vital factors in the cattle business as well 
as in other lines. 

“Without doubt, among the greatest 
drawbacks to the cattle industry are scrub 
bulls, overstocking, and over investment 
with borrowed capital. The elimination of 
these serious handicaps is essential to re- 
duced supply and improved quality. Own- 
ing fewer cattle and better ones and under- 
stocking rather than overstocking pastures 
would unquestionably place the beef indus- 
try on a more substantial and profitable 
basis.” 

No one knows these conditions better than 
Editor Walker who has been in such close 
touch with the beef cattle industry for so 
many years and the Journal takes great 
pride in reproducing this editorial for the 
benefit of its readers and it is with pro- 
found sincerity that we join in this attempt 
to bring home to the cattle men of America 
what we too believe in a large measure to 
be avoidable handicaps to his present day 
system of operation. A nice way to shift 
types of cattle for the better is through the 
use of strictly first class pure bred bulls. 
Each succeeding generation will show a 
marked improvement. Thus the change 
may be wrought systematically, economic- 
ally and without serious upheaval of present 
plans. Try it, men.
